Several of his fellow workmen accom ­ 
panied him to the m ayor’s office and 
corroborated the story he told to Act­ 
ing Mayor Mci,an<*.

boy did not deny 
that 
he 
struck Grim 
with 
the 
stake, but 
claim ed he acted in self-defense. The 
cause, he said, w as that Grim threw 
a brick on Oglem an’s hand, mashing 
one of his Angers.

claim s he made no attem pt to retali­ 
ate until later when Grim (ailed him 
a vile name and threatened to crush 
his bead with a brick. 
Then. he sta­ 
ted, he clinched

teeth Into Oglem an’s leg.
